HE SAYS HUNGER 


DROVE HIM 
TO STEAL. 


Judge Ellsworth Says He 


Takes No Stock in 


the Story. 


Hungry- and unable 
to secure 
work, 


Joseph Johnson, 
as he 
prefers 
to be 


known, broke into three saloons and a 
restaurant during1 the 
holiday season. 


This morning he was sent to the State 
Prison at San Quentln for six years by 
Superior Judge EilSTvorth, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that Deputy District Attor- 
ney Samuels asked 
that 
one 
of - the 


charges be dismissed, and the further 
fact that Johnson is only IS years old. 


"Of course, 'Johnson' is not my right 


name," said the prisoner to a TRIBUNE 
man before his case was called. 
"I may 


be bad, oven vicious, but I will not tell 
my name here. 
There Is a poor old 


mother and a father awaiting me in Eng- 
land, and I would be a cur to let them 
know of the trouble I am in here. 
Let 


them wait and when the sentence expires, 
I will go back to them, and If they are 
living, I wJJ] make up to them what they 
have lost by my absence." 


Johnson came of a good English family. 


He waa wild In his early youth and his 
boyish pranks caused his father to have 
him placed on a ship. He went to Syd- 
ney before the mast four years ago, and 
there was discharged. 
He secured pas- 


sage on another vessel, visited almost ev- 
ery country on the globe and six weeks 
agro left a ship in San Francisco with 58 
In his pockets. 
He spent his money, he, 


says, trying to find work, and finally came 
to Oakland with nothing in his pocket and 
without friends. 
Then he stole. 


"I was without friends, and J was hun- 


gry," he said -today. "I was too proud i 
to beg1, too honest to steal until hunger 
pot the better of me. 
Then I broke in- 


to the saloon of John He in hold at the 
foot of Webster 
street, and 
took the 


change—a few nickels—from the nickel - 
machine and a sausage. 
Later, crazed 


by hunger. I broke into the restaurant at 
Adams' wharf. I took only enough food 
to satisfy my craving:. I also entered the 
saloons of Joe Aubrey at First and Frank- 
lin streets, and of Jack Harrington at. 
Market 
street, 
near 
Seventh. 
I am 


guilty, of course, hut I don't think I am 
vicious. 
Hunger drove me to do the acts 


and I am penitent." 


Before Johnson was arraigned Samuels 


wanted to have one of the charges dis- 
missed1, but Judge Ellsworth would not 
listen to his overtures. 
When Johnson 


pleaded hunger as 
an excuse 
for 
his 


crime, Judge Ellsworth said that the ex- 
cuse was flimsy. 


"I place nn credence In such stories," 


he said, "There is no excuse .for a man 
stealing, and I shall not consider your 
story in imposing sentence." 


His honor then sentenced Johnson for 


three years on each chnrgo.

PRUSSIAN BUDGET.

Remarkable Cycle Path, 


"The only real, exclusive cycleway In 


the world that I know of," said an en- 
thusiastic wheelman, "is that which has 
just been erected between the two towns 
of Pasadena ard Los Angeles, in South- 
ern California, i"or use of wheelmen pass- 
ing between there two points. 


"You know Lon Angeles,.the capital of 


Southern California, is a veritable cy- 
clists' city. Why. there are probably 20,- 
000 wheelmen in that city alone. 


"The track Is not unlike the 
elevated 


railway structure in New York, except 
that it is built of wood. However, it Is 
very strong; strong enough to bear the 
equipment and car service of an electric 
road. In height it ranges from three to 
fifty feet, but it was clevnrly put 
to- 


gether that the maximum grade Is only 3 
per cent and that only for o distance of 
about 2,000 feet. For the rest of the dis- 
tance the grade is not greater than 11-1 
per cent. 


"The cycleway is built of Oregon pine, 


and it took 11-4 million feet of this tim- 
ber to complete it. besides twenty miles 
of heavy wire netting. The track Is wide 
enough to hold four cyclists abreast or 
two motor cycles, and on Saturdays and 
Sundays It presents an interesting spec- 
tacle, being fairly alive with wheelmen. 


"Attractive stopping places have been 


constructed at either end of the cycle- 
way, and the path has been lighted with 
Incandescent lights placed at regular in- 
tervals. 
The whole structure has been 


painted green, and offers no disfigure- 
ment to the landscape'. 


"It was built by a corporation known as 


the California Cycleway 
Company, of 


which Horace M. Dobbins Is president."— 
New York Tribune.

STRANGE CASE OF A LONE SOLDIER, 


WHO RESIDED NEAR SAN 


LEANDRO. 


SAN LEANDRO, 
Jan. 
14.—Yesterday 


afternoon a lone cabin, that had 
been 


built on the County Hospital grounds by 
a soldier, who had been an Inmate of the 
place for two years, was mysteriously set 
afire, and burned to the ground. 
It Is 


the opinion of the authorities at the hos- 
pital, that the fire-bug is none other than, 
the 
soldier, 
who 
disappeared 
several 


weeks ago, and has not been seen since. 


The soldier, who came to the hospital 


some two years ago was unknown. He 
refused to tell his name but said that he 
had been fighting In the Philippines. The 


man, 
though not more than 35 years of 


age, had allowed his beard to grow to 
such a length, that It gave him an ap- 
pearance of being past middle age. 


The soldier refused to talk or associate 


'with the other inmates of the 
infirmary, 


and spent his time on the hills back of 
the hospital. 
Here lie dug a cave, into 


which be would crawl at night, having 
refused to sleep in the hospital quarters. 
Gradually the aoidler enlarged the Inter- 
ior of the cave, which was kept scrupu- 
lously clean. Finally, after he had slept 
In the hole for several months, it caved 
in. 
After that he built a cabin on the 


hill, about half a mile above the leper 
cabln.s. 
For many months the soldier 


worked on the little shanty. 
He built a 


wooden frame, over which 
he fastened 


sheets of tin which he secured by flatten- 
ing tin cans. When completed, the cabin 
was a curiosity. The Interior was lined 
and padded with sacks. 
It was furnished 


Jn 11 comfortable, but homely way and 
there the soldier isolated himself, only 
vlslMng the hospital to secure food an3 
medicine. 
Ho only spoke when request- 


the necessaries of life, which wag at great 
intervals. 


About a week ago, without informing 


anyone of his Intentions, the strange man 
left the cabin and has not ooen seen since. 
A few days after he disappeared, an in- 
vestigation 
TV as made of the interior of 


the strange little house on the hill, but 
no signs of the man or Information as 
to his whereabouts could be gained. 


Yesterday afternoon a dense smoke was 


seen on tho hill. An investigation showed 
that It -was the soldier's cabin that was 
burning. 
No attempt was made to save 


the structure, -which was nearly destroyed 
by the time the men had reached it.^ 


The officials of the InfirmEiry are of the 


opinion that the soldier returner! for the 
purpose of firing the cabin, which had 
been hJs home for so long:, and then left. 
No trace, however, of the man was found 
in the vicinity oC the cabin. 


The case of the soldier is a very pecu- 


liar one. "Who he was, or where he came 
from, no one knows. He refused to speak 
of himself when he came to the hospital 
further than to say that he had served 
In the Philippines. Many people who saw 
him are of the opinion that the man Is 
Insane. He displayed no symptoms of In- 
sanity, however, further than the desire 
for complete solitude and Isolation/which 
he gratified In every sense of the word.

There is something peculiar about 


the coal situation in the 
East. 
The 


representatives 
of 
the principal an- 


thracite coal roads say their compan- 
ies are not profited by lne hifrh prices; 
that they are selling coal laid down at 
tide water for the regular price of $5 
per ton. Yet coal is being retailed in 
the cities at from $10 to $15 a 
ton. 


There is something wrong somewhere. 
Evidently there is a combination to 
squeeze the consumers, but whether 
the railroads are in it remains to be 
established. 
The dealers 
deny 
any 


combination. 


However, the railroad apents admit 


that they sell only to middlemen. Per- 
haps the chief officers or stockholders 
of the railroads are intersted in 
the 


concerns which stand between the coal 
supply and the people, and manage in 
some way to double and treble 
the 


price. Such things are not uncommon 
In the history of American railroads. 
Collateral companies to do that which 
the parent company is forbidden by 
law or policy to do are as common as 
pig tracks. 
If the managers of 
the 


coal roads aro in league with the mid- 
dlemen, then the minority stockhold- 
ers are being swindled while the pub- 
lic is being cinched. 


Perhaps President Baer of tae Read- 


Ing road can tell us whether God is 
in partnership with him in this deal.

THE STATE UNIVERSITY. 


A San Francisco contemporary says 


It is not the duty of the State to give 
every boy and 
girl 
the 
benefits of 


higher education, or words to that ef- 
fect. It points out the impossibility 
of the State giving every one a colle- 
giate course, and from that standpoint 
discourages 
appropriations 
for 
the 


support of the Sitate University. 


As the State University is already 


established, it is 
quite 
beside 
the 


point to argue that it is not the "duty" 
of the commonwealth to 
give all a 


University education. The University 
Is there and Its halls are free. 
So long 


as it afCords free tuition to some, it 
is the duty of the State to see that It 
affords free tuition to all who apply 
for it. The 'benefits of a free public 
institution cannot 
be 
conferred on 


ome and denied to others. It is the 
duty of the State to be fair to all its 
citizens. 


Of course It is a patent Impossibility 


for ;:ie State to give 
everybody 
a 


University education. As our contem- 
porary (iays it would be impossible to 
provide an institution big enough for 
the purpose. 
With equal force, the 


same objection could be made against 
the high schools. It costs about as 
much per scholar to give 
the high 


school course as it 
does to give the 


University course, but that, fact is not 
accepted as a valid argument against 
supporting high schools. 
It is deemed 


sound public policy to maintain high 
schools, and good public policy is little 
removed from public duty. 


But while the high schools, like the 


University, are open 
to all, only a 


small fraction'of the scholastic popu- 
lation avail themselves of the facili- 
ties they afford. 
Anybody can go that 


wants to. and anybo.y that stays away 
does so of his own volition. It is the 
same with the University. It is idle, 
therefore, to say that the high schools | 
aro maintained for a small minority. 
Being open to all and free to all, it Is 
simply a matter of choice who attend 
thorn and who do not. 


If we say that n 
further provision 


shall be made for the University be- 
cause less than two per cent of the 
youth of the State avail themselves of : 
its benefits, we might as well say Hi 
should never have been founded, and j 
that it should be abolished. 
So long 


as the University is 
maintained 
it j 


must be open to every citizen who ap- 
plies for admission. Nor will It do to 
dete" attendance by declining to sup- 
port the institution properly. 


accepted as any more than a passing 
expression of opinion, for a. classifica- 
tion which eievatea Cromwell to the 
first rank of military chieftains and 
cuts Hannibal out of 
the 
list alto- 


gether is simply absurd. Yet Crom- 
well was 
a great 
soldier, 
but not 


greater than a hundred others, judged 
either by performance or the skill dis- 
played in his campaigns. 


The San Francisco Chronic!* sug- 


gests that the California Leglnlature 
adopt a resolution favoring the ad- 
mission of Arizona 
into 
the Union. 


The suggestion Is both wise and time- 
ly. It is In strict accord with the last 
Republican 
national 
platform, 
and 


only urges an act of justice. 
Cal- 


ifornia 
and 
Arizona 
are 
closely 


connected by. commercial and neigh- 
borly 
ties, and 
there 
is a strong 


bond 
of 
sympathy 
between 
the 


two commonwealths. 
Both 
of 
the 


Senators from this State shf uld vote 
for the admission of Arizona, and it 
will be all the better if they are backed, 
up by a spirited expression on the part 
of the Legislature. 


GREAT MILITARY COMMANDERS. 


Dr. Newton Dwight Hillls is credited 


with the statement 
that there have 


been but five great generals in the his- 
tory of the 
world. 
Alexander 
the 


Great, 
Caesar, 
Cromwell, Napoleon 


and Grant are the five names in- 
scribed on his list. He omits the name 
of 
the 
greatest 
military 
tactician 


known to ancient or modern times, 
Hannibal. But why take Cromwell as 
the greatest of English captains in- 
stead of Sir John Chandos, Edward the 
Third, the Black Prince, Marlborough, 
Clive or Wellington. 


Macauley says of Marlborough that 


"he never fought a battle that he did 
not win nor besiege a fortress that 
he did not capture." 
AVellington had 


almost as uniformly a successful ca- 
reer. The 
Duke of Alva 
possessed 


military talent of the highest order, 
and has a record of never losing a 
battle. Gonsaivo de Cordova and the 
Prince of Parma were also generals 
of the first class. And where shall we 
place Gustavus Adoiphus and Freder- 
ick the Great, with Cromwell ranking 
among the five really great soldiers? 


But one of the greatest commanders 


the world lias ever known was Beli- 
sarius, for he, like Hannibal, waged a 
war of conquest in tar lands with a 
polyglot army, 
mainly mercenaries. 


Caesar's achievements in 
the 
field 


shrink into insignificance compared to 
the performances of Bellsarius in Italy 
and Africa. 
With the exception of his 


single battle against Pompey, whose 
army was demoralizer] by treachery 
and lack of confidence, Caesar only 
fought barbarians, poorly armed and 
having no tactical sliill. While Caesar 
was undoubtedly a master of miMlary 
strategy, he was. more statesman than 
soldier, and was probably not superior 
in the field to Sylla, Marlus and the 
younger Sclpio, or perhaps Titus.

Charlemagne, 
Philip 
of 
Macedon, 


Pyrrhus, Ohengls Khan, the Saracen 
and Tartar conquerors, William the 
Norman, Wallensteln, Count Tilly, Sir

ers of 
the 
Hunnisli and Germanic 


hordes that overran the Western Em- 
pire. 


It is doubtful If history 
will give 


Grant higher place as a military man 
than Lee. 
European authorities gen- 


erally are disposed to credit the Con- 
federate Commander with equal It 'not 
superior 
skill. 
President Roosevelt 


has written Into history his belief that 
Lee was the greatest general America 
has produced. 


But compared to either Grant or Lee 


Cromwell was a pigmy 
In military 


science. 


The estimate of Dr. Hillls cannot be

It Is Imperative that 
he should be a union man. The elements 
of this country which are endeavoring to 
throttle Its best Interests, would do so 
just as surely as day follows night were 
It not for the union of labor. 
"As you would use your Influence, then, 
io save a bad citizen who was breaking 
his country's laws, so should you use 
your utmost power to bring all working- 
men of your craft Into your union. It is 
your duty to use every persuasive In- 
fluence among1 such men. and if they re- 
fuse, shun them as you would any other 
criminal against society. In such cases 
complete ostracism is the only resort left 
for us and the only cure for tho other 
fellow. I had just as soon associate with 
a convict who had been twenty years in 
Folsom and expe-cted to spend the re- 
mainder of his life there, as to associate 
with a man who absolutely refused to 
Join the order of his craft. It is not too 
late In the nsw year to make resolutions, 
and I ask you all to make one, that Is 
to resolve that even* article you buy has 
the union label on It.

TRENCHES. 


(Correspondence of the Associated Press.) 


LA FAZ, Bolivia, Dec. 10.—News was 


received here December 4 from 
Santa 


Cruz, capital oE the department of Santa 
Cruz, 
Eastern 
Bolivia, 
that 
Nicolas 


Suares, 
the sub-commissioner of terri- 


tory of Madrede Dios, had, at the head of 
a Bolivian volunteer force, ra.'sed and 
captained by himself, gained a decisive 
victory, October 11, over the revolution- 
ists at a point called Bahia. This news 
was brought to Santa Cruz by the Bonf- 
Santa Cruz Post, and It has now been 
confirmed by a messenger sent 
direct 


from Rlberalta to this city. 
The latest 


report says that fifty-eight Brazilians 
were killed in their trenches and that the 
Bolivian loss was only two killed. ' This 
Is evidently an exaggerated account of 
the result of the fig-hting, but at the 
same time there is apparently no doubt 
that the Bolivian forces struck a decisive 
blow at the revolution in the upper part 
of the Acre river. 
The capitulation of 


Colonel Rojas with his entire force of 
Bolivians four days after this victory is 
explained by the fact that Empress, the 
scene of Hojas' surrender, Is at least six 
days' journey lower down the Acre river 
and ft may be assumed that Suares had 
no knowledge of Rojas' difficulties and 
that Rojas had no idea of the victory or 
even of the proximity of the forces com- 
manded by Suares. 


Nicholas Suares is one of the principal 


capitalists and 
largest 
rubber estate 


owners Jn the Upper Acre and River Or- 
ton districts. When the revolution was 
declared In Acre citizenship of "The Inde- 
pendent Acre Republic" was offered to all 
residents Jn the district, Brazilians and 
Bolivians alike, with the 
exception of 


Suares, 'to whom no quarter was to be 


i given, he being declared a person dang- 
erous to the interests of the new Re- 
public. 
One of the first moves of the 


revolutionists was to sack and destroy 
two of his rubber warehouses on the Acre 
river, but Suares himself escaped to the 
Orton river, and it is' probable that he 
has raised his forces from his workmen 
on his rubber estates on 
that 
river. 


Other Bolivians of Influence on the lower 
Beni river are folowing Suares" example 
and are raising troops to support him. 
The sub-prpfcct of Riberalta has already 
set out with nn expedition of about fifty 
men to recover the stock of provisions 
and ammunition wblch nlonel Rojas left 
at Palestine, on the 'Orton, at the begin- 
ning of September. It was probably due 
to this lack of foresight on the part of 
Colonel Rojas in leaving his reserve of 
ammxmltion behind him that 
he 
was 


forced to surrender to the revolutionists 
at Empress. 


A telegram received this week from the 


Bolivian Legation in Buenos Ay res says 
that news has been transmitted from Rio 
Janeiro to the effect thnt from certain 
circles In Manaos applications have been 
made to the Brazilian government, beg- 
ging It to take measures to prevent sup- 
plies and other assistance being given 
from the Brazilian frontier to the revo- 
lutionists In Acre, and to offer its good 
services to Bolivia for suppressing them. 
It appears that the river steamers of 
Manaos cannot be chartered to take up 
merchandise or to bring 
rubber down 


from the Acre river for fear of seizure 
by the revolutionists, and 
so 
business 


with Acre is at a standstill at the very j 
season of the year when there la moat to ' 
be done. The same suggestion has also 
come from a group of the more peaceable 
: 


and rich Brazilian settlers on the Acre 
river, who view with dismay the pros- 
pects of the rubber harvest this year.- 
They require all the labor obtainable on I 
their estates at this season and the revo- 
lution has taken away all their men. A 
very probable result of all this Is that 
a reactionary movement will set In, and 
a counter revolution is by no means an 
unlikely outcome. 
The preparations for the Bolivian puni- 


tive expedition to Acre are now almost 
completed. 
The first, fourth and fifth 


Infantry line battalions, each a.bout 360 
strong, will leave La Paz as already ar- 
ranged, under the command of Colonel 
Montcs, Minister of War, on December 
20.A law has boen passer! by Congress giv- 
ing the banks in the country the right 
to issue paper to the value of 150 per 
cent of their pair]-up capital, instead of 
200 per rent, as formerly. This concession 
has been made to the banking institutions 
In order to provide them with the means 
to furnish the government with the loans 
required for 
Its Incroas^rl expend I tures. 


Hitherto the note issue of th« banks has 
been Insufficient to meet the requirements 
of their transactions and there has al- 
ways been a scarcity of the paper med- 
ium of exchange. The law has, therefore, 
been received with great approval. The 
proportion in which the loan Is to be pate 
by the brinks is at present 
being dis- 


cussed and a gorxl deal 
of quarreling 


among- the bank officials has ensued. The 
government will probably step 
in 
and 


settle the matter arbitrarily.

WATER RATES DISCUSSED 


BY THE COUNCIL

Manager Adams Makes a Report,to 


the Committee Explaining the 


Position of the Company. 


The first meeting of the Ordinance 


acd Judiciary Committee of the City 
Council for fixing water rates for the 
ensuing: year was held last evening- in 
the office of City Clerk Church, and 
the evening was devoted to listening 
to the statement ot Manager Adams of 
Use Contra Costa Water Company. Mr. 
Adams had the floor all evening, but 
he did not conclude his remarks. 
He 
stated, however, that he could conclude 
•what he had to say with one more 
evening, and the committee decided to 
meet again next Friday night. 
"This water question Is more thor- 


oughly thrashed out every year in Oak- 
Jand than In any other city in the coun- 
try," was Adams' opening statement. 
"There Is little change from the figures 
submitted to you two years ago, and | 
the committee Is the same with the ex- j 
ceptlon of Chairman Cadman. You are 
all familiar with the now famous water 
rate case, and you can all recall the 
results of the protracted trial. It was 
decided in'1900 that our plant was 
worth $7,000,000 and that, besides three 
\j>er cent for wear and tear, or depre- 
ciation In value, that we should have 
seven per cent interest on the money 
invested. 
That decision, rendered by 


Judge Kart, has been appealed and the 
case Is 
now 
before 
the 
Supreme 


Court. 
"L'nder Judge Hart's 
decision we 


•were entitled to recover $612,500, but 
the ordinance framed two years ago 
yielded us only $540.000. without any 
provision for bad bills and debts. 


"However, the company suggested 


that If the schedule should remain In 
force for a number of years we would 
concede the $112,000 which was .the 
difference 
between the amount re- 


ceived and the amount we were enti- 
tled to. 


"The Council agreed to this to allow 


us to make good our losses. When it 
came to fixing the water rates last 
year the question was duly disposed of 
according to the agreement of thp 
year before. 
I take it that the samp 


action will be taken at this time." 


ADAMS S\VORN. 


At this point Dornin interrupted the 


proceedings by suggesting that Mana- 
ger Adams be sworn, which Deputy 
Clerk Ho'-land proceeded to do.

at this time only to ascertain whether 
or not the revenues actually derived, 
under the operation of the said sched- 
ule of rates, Is substantially In accord 
with the estimates made by your com- 
mittee at the time when the said rates 
were first adopted. To that end your 
attention Is called to the annual state- 
ment of the company now on file. .In 
using the statements, you are remind- 
ed that it is only matters pertaining to 
the Oakland Division of the company's 
property which have any bearing upon 
rate matters in the city of Oakland. 
You are farther referred to certain at- 
tached summaries prepared from the 
before mentioned more detailed state- 
ment on file, which 
summaries set 


forth: 


"First: 
A comparison between the 


revenue that the rates which became 
effective July 1st, 1901, were estimat- 
ed to yield by your Committee of Ordi- 
nance and Judicially, and the actual re- 
sults as determined for the year 1902, 
the first full year of operation under 
the said rates. 


"Second: 
A statement 
of revenue 


received by the company from con- 
sumers in the Oakland Division, out- 
side of the corporate limits o£ Oakland, 
said second statement being used in 
connection with the first before men- 
tioned. 


"Third: 
A summarized statement of 


the revenue and expense of the Oak- 
land Division for the year 1902, and the 
resulting amount of its net earnings. 


"You will observe from these state- 


inputs that 
the 
amount of revenue 


which the before-said rates were esti- 
mated to yield, without deductions for 
vacancies and bad bills, was by the 
committee placed at $540,000—while the 
actual amount of revenue received dur- 
ing the year 1902 was $518,047. 
The 


resulting 
difference 
which 
may 
be 


chargeable to vacancies and.bad bills 
being S21.953, it 'being thus apparent 
that making some allowance for growth 
the rates In question are yielding Just 
about what was anticipated at the^tlme 
of their adoption. 
This statement, 


however, is correct only on the>as3ump- 
tion that the city of Oakland will ulti- 
mately pay its bills f6r hydrant rentals 
and other uses, of which this company 
as yet has received substantially noth- 
ing. 
If these bills are not ultimately 


paid, the ordinance will, of course, fall 
very far short of yielding the amount 
of revenue anticipated 


"From the third before mentioned 


statements. It will be seen that the 
total net earnings of the Oakland Di- 
vision for the year 1902, assuming that 
the city of Oakland will ultimately pay 
its bills, has amounted to the sum of 
$363.69S—said sum being applicable to 
the payment of interest upon the value 
of the Oakland Division of the com- 
pany's property.

COLORED SPEAKER TALKS TO AN 


ATTENTIVE AUDIENCE OF 


WOMEN. 


Booker T. Washington delivered an 


address .before the members of the 
Ebell Club this morning. The largest 
audience that has ever gathered In the 
club rooms was present / 


Long before 11 o'clock, the hour set 


for the appearance of the able colored 
speaker", the club members began ar- 
riving*, and soon every seat was taken. 
The doors of the adjoining rooms were 
then thrown 
open, and 
before long 


these too were crowded with ladies 
anxious to catch a glimpie of Booker 
Washington. 
Despite the fact that the members 


were admitted on their membership 
card only and with the privilege of 
bringing one guest, the rooms of the 
Ebell Club proved totally inadequate to 
accommodate those who wished to hear 
Booker Washington speak and many 
were compelled to go away disappoint- 
ed. 


Less than a dozen men were sprink- 


led about In the audience, but .the la- 
dles needed no assistance In loudly ap- 
plauding the remarks of the speaker. 
His remarks were frequently interrupt- 
ed with applause and he always had 
the sympathy of the listeners. 
Washington's address was frequently 


punctuated with humorous or pathetic 
stories illustrating, the 
point to be 


brought out. 


The speaker said that It depended 


upon the negro himself whether or not 
his lot In life was bettered. If the ne- 
gro progresses, either with his heart, 
head or hand, then it will be that the 
community in which he lives will look 
upon him as 
the 
whitest 
of black 


men. 
He made a stirring appeal for 


the assistance of the Tuskegee College, 
the school for the negro race. 


The speaker briefly outlined the work 


done by the school, told Incidents con- 
nected with Its life and of the gradu- 
ates that were holding important po- 
sitions throughout the country and of 
the valuable assistance they were to 
the commercial world. 


"It costs just $120,000 to sustain this 


school," said Booker Washington, "and 
out of this amount every year I have to 
raise J90,000 personally."

of such government are now executed and 
administered, ae well as the number of 
Inhabitants In said Island and by what 
authority Mabtnl, the Filipino chief Is be- 
ing detained at uuam. At Mr. Hoar's 
request the resolution went over until 
tomorrow. 


The Vest resolution regarding the re- 


moval of duty on anthracite coal then was 
considered. 


Mr. Tillman of South Carolina, In pur- 


suance of his notice of yesterday, ad- 
dressed the Senate. 
He said Mr. Ald- 


rtch, since the resolution came up, had 
become more strenuous and had exhibit- 
ed more feeling and earnestness than he 
thought him cepaole of. 


The energy of the venerable and bril- 


liant Senator from Missouri, Mr. Tillman 
said, had put a spur to the lagging horses 
in the House of Representatives and those 
In the Senate, who have been cold-blood- 
edly contemplating the condition of af- 
fairs for a month. 
His only wonder, he 


saJd, was that In _theee trying times of 
death and distress', mobs are not tak- 
ing steps to show the monopolists (hat In 
the last resort men will neither starve 
nor freeze to death, but will throttle the 
law If necessary and take Into their own 
hands and seize supplies. 


He then criticized those who claimed 


that there was not now sufficient author- 
ity to remedy the evils which exist and 
said that we may loa.d down our statute 
books with laws, but unless the sworn 
officers of the law shall discnarge their 
duty fearlessly 
and honestly 
every ef- 


.fort to protect the people will fall because 
of their derelectlon. 


"Efforts have been made," 
»ald Mr. 


Tillman, "proof has been filed, pleadings 
have been had, petitions to the Attorney 
General filed warning and begging him 
to protect the people against the impend- 
ing danger, but he has sat quietly in his 
office and done nothing." 
"Rich and poor alike," he declared, ."are 


freezing because of the fact that a mon- 
opoly does exist, because the 
lawyers 


have failed to Interpret the law In the In- 
terest of the people." 


He criticised the coal strike commis- 


sion, saying they were taking Irrele- 
vant and unnecessary testimony when, 
If they wanted to, they could flnd out 
about the 
conditions 
and report to 


Congress that such a monopoly exists. 
He cited a decision by Judge Taft In- 
volving a case under the Inter-State 
commerce law, and said It was the 
same Judge who would not leave the 
"onerous and odious" duties to which 
he was now applying himself In the 
Philippines for a Beat on the Supreme 
Bench. 
At 2 o'clock the Statehood bill was 


taken up, and Mr. Tillman gave notice 
that he would continue his remarks to- 
morrow.

EVIDENCE BEING TAKEN BY THE 


COMMISSION FOR THE 


COMPANIES. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan, 14.—There was 


no time lost by the Coal Strike Commis- 
sion today 
In getting clown 
to 
work. 


When the session opened, counsel for the 
Erie Company, which operates the col- 
lieries of the Hillside Coal and Iron Com- 
pany and the Pennsylvania Coal Com- 
pany, continued the presentation of its' 
case. 
Captain W. A. May, general su- 


perintendent of the coal department of 
the company, who was on the 
witness 


stand yesterday, continue^ his story of 
the conditions in and about the compa- 
nies collieries. Mr. May said he was will- 
ing always to meet grievance committees 
of his own men or any one man, and 
where there was a real grievance It was 
always adjusted. 


Bishop Spalding asked toe witness if 


the men-do not feel timid about making 
complaints and the witness replied that 
the men may possibly have been timid. 
The instructions to the bosses, he said, 
were .that foremen must listen to the men 
and that the complaints will not count 
against tfce men. 


The superintendent said the company 


has no blacklist and he never heard of 
one being in existence in the coal regions. 
There was no objection to the men In its 
employ organizing for 
the 
purpose of 


making complaints, but the company did 
object to the union as now organized be- 
cause it brought between the men and 
the company, whose relations should be 
cordial, persons who were not interested 
in the company and only indirectly with 
the men. 


The entrance of the 
union into the 


mines, he said, had the effect of mall- 
ing the workmen less efficient, caused a 
lack of discipline, Interfered with author- 
ity, caused the company to prevail against 
other workmen and limited the earning 
capacity of the employes. 


Captain May produced a notice Is- 


sued by the union miners, which stated 
that any man placing more than twelve 
Inches of topping on the mine cars 
would be fined $5 by the union for the 
first offense and ?10 for the second of- 
fense. 
Between the strike of 1900 and the 


late strike there wafs an average of one 
petty strike a month at the company's 
collieries. 


Reverting to 
the 
discipline of the 


men, the witness said a miner refused 
to obey the orders of a foreman and 
the latter did not dismiss him because 
he was afraid the union would tie up 
the colliery by striking for the rein- 
statement of the man. 


Commissioner Clark wanted to know 


tf the action of the foreman in not dis- 
missing the offender did not affect the 
discipline of the men and the witness 
said It undoubtedly did,

WERE RESCUED FROM 


BURNING BUILDING 


FENSACCVLA, Fla., Jan. 14.—Fire early 


today destroyed Dr. R. I. Bryan's in- 
firmary, a three-story frame structure at 
Baylen and Darden streets. There were 
twenty-five patients in the building and 
aH were rescued with the exception of a 
man named Blockton, who was burned to 
death in his room. Less than a year ago 
the building was refuted from top to bot- 
tom and a costly X-Ray apparatus 'in- 
stalled. The flre la supposed to have been 
caused by sparks from a grate falling on 
a rug in the room of Blockton. He vras 
ill and was unable to move and by the 
time the fire was discovered he 
was 


burned to death. The citizens aided the 
firemen In the work of rescuing the in- 
mates. There were many narrow es- 
capes and all the patients were com- 
pelled to leave the building in their night 
clothes. As a result of the exposure? and 
excitement several patients had relapses. 
All of them were removed to St. An- 
thony's Hospital, where prompt 
atten- 


tion was given, them. Nothing1 was saved 
from the infirmary and the loss is total.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The attend- 


ance in the House galleries today was an 
evidence of the general Interest In the 
proceedings which were to take place upon 
the bill providing for the rebate of the 
duties on foreign coal for a period of one 
year. An unusually large 
number of 


members were on the floor and the lead- 
ers on "both sides were In their places. 
After the transaction of some prellminary 
buslness, Mr. Grosvenor 
of Ohio, from 


the Committee on Rules, 
presented 
a 


resolution supplemental to that made yes- 
terday, 
directing the 
Committee 
on 


Merchant Mar.ne and Fisheries to Investi- 
gate the coal situation. The resolution 
authorized sub-committe«3 of the com- 
mittee to take testimony. It was adopted. 


Mr. Dalzell of Pennsylvania, from the 


Committee on Rules, then presented the 
special rule for the consideration of the 
coal rebate bill. It provides for the im- 
mediate consideration of the bill, with 
provision for one hour's debate, at the 
end of which time the previous question 
should be considered as ordered without 
intervening motion. Twenty minutes on 
a side were allowed under the rule. Mr. 
Dalzell. after reviewing the history of the 
present duty on coal, said the pending 
bill needed no defense. It was desired to 
relieve the present distress. Nevertheless, 
he said he did not believe It would ac- 
complish Its purpose. He did not. believe 
It would Increase the importation of a 
single pound of coal. 
"I don't .believe," he said "that any- 


thing can stop the greed and avarice of 
the cormorants who are taking advantage 
of the already oppressed people, but it 
will satisfy a public sentiment and show 
the disposition, of Congress to do every- 
thing In its power to relieve the situ- 
ation." 


Mr. Mondell of Wyoming said the bill 


would Injuriously afCect the coal industry 
of his State and of the Northwest gen- 
erally by permitting competition, and in 
Miew of the stated belief of Mr. Dalzell 
tltat the bill will give no relief, he asked If 
the committee would jiot consider the 
question of reducing the period of Its 
operation to six months. 


Mr. Dalzell said the 
proposition 
had 


been considered, but because of the Im- 
possibility of forecasting the future of 
the coal trade, it had not been adopted. 


Mr. Richardson of Tennessee called at- 


tention to the fact that rule prevented 
all possibility of amendment and he pro- 
tested against such a course in such a 
crisis. 
Proceeding, Mr. Richardson said when 


the stress of ejncrgency came there was 
perforce a recourse to Democratic doc- 
trine. 


Mr. Williams of Mississippi, who fol- 


lowed Mr. Richardson, contended that the 
removal of the duties must result in re- 
ducing the price of coal. 
In concluding the debate upon the rule, 


Mr. Dalzell declared that the hypocrisy 
of the other side was apparent from the 
remarks of Mr. Richardson. The opposi- 
tion, he said, was simply playing poli- 
tics. 
The Democratic "perfidy and dis- 


honor" bill had contained a duty en coal. 


A rising vote on tne adoption of the 


rule resulted: Ayes, 136; noes, 110—a party 
vote with the exception of Mr. Perkins, 
Republican, 
of 
New 
York, and 
Mr. 


Gaines, 'Republican, of West 
Virginia, 


who voted with the Democrats. 


A roll-call was demanded and the rule 


was adopted—144 to 113, Messrs. Perkins 
and Gainea voting with the Dumocrats. 


Mr. Richardson said that neither he nor 


any of his colleagues was opposed to the 
bill. 
Mr. Payne of New York, in support of 


the measure, sketched briefly the emerg- 
ency which made Its passage necessary. 
He did not believe Its enactment would 
result In the Importation oC much coal or 
In much reduction of its price.
